British Ship Sunk By A Collision In 


The British Channel. 


London, Apiil 1.-—Eleven men were 


drowned as the result of a collision 
this morning near the Nab Lightship, 
between the Channel passenger steam- 
er Alma and the British ship Cambri- 
an Princess, Capt, Roberts, from Peru 
for Antwerp. The latter sank immedi- 
ately and eleven of her crow perished.

Harried Armenian woman will strike 
tocrlcans as very .singular indeed," 
raid Antranlg Azhdcrian, a young Ar- 
menian, tho author of tfie book "Tbo 
Turk acd the Land of Ilaig." "She 
utters never a word except when nlone 
with her husband until after tbe birth 
Df h6r first' child. Then she is allowed 
to talk to her child. A little later she 
Is permitted to converse with her moth- 
er-ln-latv, still later her own mother 
may again hear her voice, and before 
a great while she will speak in whis- 
pers to the young girls of her house- 
hold. She must not leave the house 
during the first year of her married 
life except to attend church. Her dis- 
cipline as a bride terminates after six 
years, but she will never again open 
her lips to a man unless ho bo her kins- 
man. 
Young girls are allowed to have 


a liberty of < uinltict that Is in striking 
contrast. 
They chatter 
freely and 


cheerfully with whom they please. 


"The Armenian woman differs rad- 


ically from her Turkish sisters. 
Nei- 


ther seclusion nor polygamy nor di- 
vorce darkens her present or threatens 
her future. 
She is not educated with 


her brothers, however, as are American 
girls. I remember how puzzled I was 
when I entered an American college 
nnd saw girls seated among the boys 
In the classroom. 


" 'John,' I said to rny neighbor, 'what 


arc the girls here for-to make the 
room look pretty?' 


"It soomod incredible that any one 


could think n girl capable of learning 
along with her brother. It Is consider- 
ed a disgrace likewise for a man to 
walk publicly with a woman, even 
though she !•» his sister. She may en- 
tertain men callers, and, of course, her 
face Is never covered, like a Turkish 
woman's, but her mother or some older 
female relative Is always present. They 
attend tho same entertainments and 
church, but may not sit together. The 
women's scats In church are partition- 
ed off and are in tho renr. 


"Wiille among many old Armenian 


families parents contract for the nrir- 
rlape, of their children while they are 
In their infancy. In the majority of 
cases tho young people are permitted 
to make their seUctlons. though al- 
ways with the consent of their parents. 
Elopements, therefore, arc- unknown. 
The marriage tie is sacred In Armenia, 
and death can only break It. If a per- 
son has an uncongenial companion, he 
must endure it with the name Kind of 
patience he would endure a sore head, 
•which, though he may try to cure, he 
v. ill hardly cut off. 


"With Tu-UKh women their only end 


In this world Is marriage. Accordingly 
girls are from their Infancy rocked to 
sleip by their mothers with lullabies of 
future 
husbands, handsome, coura- 


geous and wealthy. The regular age for 
marrif.ge Is from 12 to 15 years, but 
unusual wealth or physical attraction 
calls for earlier contract^.

It IB Performed—It I* <ui Extremely

Eleges and reliefs In wild life, and some 
of them very plucklly sustained. Short 
rations, sorties and assaults tread on 
each other's tails, and the besiegers do 
jjot always get the best of it. 


The champion besieger is a wild pig 


called the peccary, -which is about the 
most frightful beast alive and lives in 
herds in the South American forests. 
You cannot discourage a peccary; you 
can only kill him. These beasts have a 
particular dislike to monkeys and fre- 
quently watch for an opportunity to 
cut one off from the main woods. Now 
and then the herd will manage to sur- 
prise a party of monkeys near an iso- 
lated tree or clump. 
They make the 


most of the chance. 


The pigs rush forward, and the mon- 


was closed, a convex steel blade with a | keys <,bjin gayly up the trees out of 
very sharp edge. 


With the handles extended the blade 


leaves the hollowed out space in the 
lower handle. This fits under the tail 
of the horse snugly. The blade, which 
Is raised several inches above tbe top 
of the animal's tall, Is then brought 
down sharp on the upper surface of 
the tall at some point between the ver- 
tebra bones, and with a quick, hard 
pressure of the extended handles of the 
knife the joints of the vertebra are 
topped off as the limb of a tree between 
the sharp edges of the gardener's prun- 
ing knife. 


The operation Is, of course, extremely 


painful, especially as most horses are 
docked when they have attained full 
growth, the tall being simply the elon- 
gation of the animal's backbone. To 
the bleeding stump is applied the end 
of a redhot iron to cauterize the wound 
or, as horsemen say. "to stop the flow 
of blood." The excruciating suffering 
of the animal during and following the 
amputation and the infliction of addi- 
tional pain by the application of the 
rodliot iron to the raw surfaces of the 
lacerated bone can best be imagined.

men do not maintain those practices, 
however. It Is 'the stylo.' and as long 
ns It Is such the horse must be tho un- 
happy victim of man's cruelty, because 
the fashion is implacable.

Docked tails, curb bits, high bends 


nnd stiff cheokrcins, curved necks by 
mason of these curb bits, nnd clanking 
chains have been in vogue for so long, 
and the people are so upod to having 
such a combination as the acme of 
horse fashion, and the onlookers from 
tin1 sidewalk have envied these equip- 
ages for so long, that the style has be- 
come a recognized part of society's get 
up. The horse doesn't enter iuto the 
matter.

has not. Horses may be operated upon 
In the latter and shipped into the for- 
mer. 
The only way occurring to me by

ing peccaries. But these pigs arc so 
fierce that even jaguars will not at- 
tack a really big herd of them. 


The most formidable of besiegers are 


the wild buffaloes of Central Africa. 
These will Imprison even a panther if 
they get him in the open. The panther 
gc-ncrally makes for a high rock, but 
ns the buffaloes can browse on the grass 
around, they xvill holtf out any length 
of timo, while the panther starves. 
They form a big. irregular circle round 
the rock, the sentinels keeping au eye 
on the besieged beast 
while they 


browse. 
Often a man gets treed in 


this way. Ills only chance, unless a 
party of horsemen relieve him, is to set 
the dry grass alight on the lee side of 
hit, rock. This will lire half the dis- 
trict If there Is any wind, and It al- 
ways scares the buffaloes olT. 


It is on the seii bottom that some oi 


the queerest sieges occur. If two or 
three lobsters or fighting crabs come 
upon any weak and soft water beast 
hiding In a hole, they frequently join 
forces and besiege him. But the usual 
huft'eror is a hermit crab—the small, 
soft bodied crab that lives in an old 
whelk shell, with his hard claws hang- 
ing out. The other crabs surround this 
belligerent and try to starve him into 
surrender. They sit down In a circle 
round him and wait, but often one of 
the bigger lobsters will try to crack the 
whelk shell with his claw. 
This sel- 


dom succeeds, for such shells are very 
tough. 
The hermit can walk slowly,

"It is common to lind horses whose 


tongues are grooved with a deep cut, 
hard and callous by years of constant 
pressure of the curb bit. 
A horse's 


tongue is soft and smooth; it Is not 
rough as a cow's, and It is very scnsi- 
tho,. The torture of a high checkrcin 
and a double curb bit, with the reins 
In the lower ring, must be very great. 
This 
Is the reason why a 
horse 


'champs' the bit and tosses his head up 
and down from side to bide. By these 
motions, which appear 'so stylish,' he 
obtains momentary relief from ttie 
pressure of the bit, curb chain, check- 
rein and head harness gear pressing 
upon his flesh and irritating his nerves. 


"On the underside of these large 


curb bits for carriage horses will be 
found a series of ridges or ecfnvolu- 


he tries to do so the besiegers bustle 
him and grab at his protruding legs. 
lie has to draw them in and remain 
still. Sometimes the siege is raised by 
the arrival of larger sea prowlers, who 
attack the investors, but more often, 


J as the besiegers grow hungry and find 


the hermit still holds out, they begin 
lighting among themselves, and the be- 
sieged hermit escapes in the confusion. 
Sometimes, however, tho siege suc- 
ceeus, but tho hermit dies at his post. 
He is then hauled out and eaten. 


In hard times rats are apt to baud 


together In raiding parties, and noth- 
ing comes amiss to them. Field mice 
exist in colonies, burrowed an inch or 
two below the surface of the ground. 
If the marauding rats can find a fairly 
lonely colony—one that is not connect- 
ed with half a dozen others, that is— 
they mount guard over the outlets and 
try to starve the mice out. 
The be- 


sieged are no fighters and merely sit 
and cower, and though they sometimes 
make a sortie and get promptly eaten 
tlons cast In the steel. These ridges, as j tuey more oftcn frustrate the rats by 
they press down upon the horse's 
tongue by the pressure of the reins, 
hurt it. 
A smooth curb bit is bad 


enough, but the ridged one hurts just 
that much more. They arc called 'se- 
vere' bits and arc supposed to keep the 
horse in restraint. They will be found 
In 99 out of 100 sets of harness used by 
fashionable people. 


"The most 'severe' bit used Is the 


Spanish curb. It has in the center a 
raised part like an Inverted U. At- 
tached to this is often seen a little 
wheel which gives forth a clicking 
Bound as the horse rolls It on his 
tongue, which he does all the time 
when he Is at rest with bridle on, and 
this motion of tho animal's head and 
the clicking sound are a delight to the 
Spaniard or the Mexican, but it is hard 
on the horse when the slightest pres- 
sure is exerted. A horse's jaw can be 
broken by one of these Spanish bits. 


"The checkreln could be prohibited 


by law If legislatures would pass such

Wire Xallm and Old Nails. 


Careful experiments arc said to show 


that, first, cut nails arc superior to 
wire nails In all positions; second, the 
main advantage of the wire nail is due 
to its possessing a sharp point; third, 
if cut nails were pointed, they would 
be SO per cent more efficient in direct 
tension; 
fourth, wire nails without 


points have but one-half their ordinary 
holding power; fifth, the surface of the 
nail should be slightly rough, hut uot 
barbed. Barbing decreases the etlicien- 
cy of cut nails about 32 per cent. 


The pointed end enables the nail to 


enter wood without breaking its fibei 
excessively, thus preserving its grip. 
A serious defect of wire nails is their 
readiness to rust. They are made gen- 
erally of a sort of soft steel, and steel 
rusts more readily than some other 
forms of Iron.

It is now high time that it was made 


unmistakably clear to Mr. Wu Ting 
Fang, the Chinese minister, anil through 
Mr. Wu Ting Fang to the nations of 
the earth, that a Chinese exclusion bill 
which Bhall'adequately protect the peo- 
ple of the United States from the «vUs 
of undesirable Chinese immigration 
shall be promptly passed by the na- 
tional legislature and signed by the 
president. It-has been evident from 
the beginning that this country could 
not under existing conditions prudent- 
ly welcome into unrestricted competi- 
tion with American workmen and 
American working women representa- 
tives of a race which bas for centuries 
jeen treading an economic level tre- 
mendously lower than that to which 
the people of the United States have 
during the last century been accus- 


It is useless for idealists to enter tbe 


pica that in the evolution of modern 
science and of modern invention car- 
ier prejudices have been dispelled, 
that earlier necessities have been o'ovl- 
Ucd and that in the new order of 
hings all nations of tbe earth—not sep- 
ufvot«d, but united, by the intervening 
sf&ri*-^Bhould throw open wide their 
doors to one another and meet and 
uingle upon terms of absolute equali- 
.v. It is clear that this argument, 
winch has recently been made to do 
varied service in tbe interests of Chi- 
na, is one of these doctrinaire proposi- 
tions which the moment they are sub- 
jected to the scrutiny of practical 
statesmanship lose whatever weight 
they may once have been thought to 
possess. China and the United States 
ire antipodal in ideals as well as in 
geography. In tbe domain of ethics the 
two peoples are irreconcilably differ- 
ent. In character, disposition and tem- 
per the Chinaman and tbe American 
iro as distinct as are the equator nnd 
tho pole. Hacial tastes, racial ar.ibi- 
iotis, racial aspirations and racial 
deals are not to be made over anew by 
I'tMshtlive enactments. In America the 
Jhlniiuian Is an exotic, and an exotic 
here he will everlastingly be. He be- 
longs to that peculiar kind of flora that 
may put forth buds in any land, but is 
outcnt to blossom and waste its per- 
fume on the desert nir only in the Co 
Icstial Kingdom. If the history of Chi- 
nese immigration to the United States 
means anything, it demonstrates be- 
yond a shadow of doubt that the Chi- 
na man comes to America not to H\e, 
jut merely to make a living, and that 
having won a livelihood here he re- 
turns to his native land, there to spend 
the profits of his industry. Such an im- 
migrant may be so "diligent in bus! 
ness"' that In the end he "shall stand 
before kings," but he can never de- 
velop into a desirable American citizen 
or even into a desirable American in 
habitant. 


Mr. Wu Ting Fang should know this 


The Chinese people should understand 
it. American civilization has, like the 
church of the Master, been "founded 
on a rock," and all the powers of dead 
or decadent nations shall not "prevail 
against it." The men who are now ad 
vocating the admission of Chinese irn 
nigrants are insidiously attacking the 
prosperity of this country. They arc 
planning indirectly to produce cf.idi 
t'.ons that would result in social and 
industrial depression which all nat'ons 
of Europe could not by united and con 
certed effort make possible. A decent 
regard for the American home, for the 
American wago scale and for the 
American wage earner requires that 
this insidious attack shall be promptly 
and completely defeated. 


Chinese immigration would affect the 


southern states least of all sections in 
(ho Union. The Chinaman does not 
5il:e to compete with the African. Tin- 
Chinaman has sense enough to settle in 
those communities where by lowering 
the wage level he could earn tbe most 
money. Such communities are in the 
north and east and west, and to those 
sections the Chinamati would go in 
large number. It is doubtful that the 
'south would get more than 10 pdr cent 
of the immigrants should the China- 
man be admitted to the United States. 
This fact should perhaps tend to make 
teys vigorous our opposition. Well, it 
doesn't tend to do so. and it doesn't for 
this reason: Every southern common- 
wealth is soil of the United States. 
'What helps the nation helps each and 
every section of It. What harms the 
nation harms each and every section of 
it. The prosperity of the southern 
states is bound up Indissolubly with 
.the prosperity of the United States. 
They either stand -or fall together. 
Chinese immigration might not itnme 
diately or directly damage the south, 
but indirectly and ultimately it would 
blight the industrial and commercial, 
not to say tho social and moral, life of 
the whole country. 


Chinese immigration moans Ameri- 


can degradation. Let every southern 
congressman vote against both.—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.

The Consumers' league has found a 


new fleld of usefulness and is now en- 
gaged In an effort to prevent the sys- 
tem of child labor from gaining ground 
Jn public charitable institutions, says 
the New York Tribune. 


Mrs. Florence Kelley, secretary to tbe 


league, said: "Our attention was drawn 
to what seems an abuse of this nature 
by the fact that a number of manufac- 
turers who applied for the league label 
have admitted that some of their goods 
are no.t made on their own premises 
and are mtde in certain public institu- 
tions for the care of children. We are 
trying to fiad out to what extent is car- 
ried this practice of making money 
from the labor of children who are sup- 
ported by the city and private benevo- 
lence and are supposed to be at school. 
We have great quantities of moral cer- 
tainty regarding these abuses and are 
now engaged in procuring legal proof. 


"We are not yet quite ready to give 


the names of the offending institutions, 
but shall soon be in a position to do 
80." 


Henry White, general secretary to the 


United Garment Workers of America, 
when called on said: "We shall certain- 
Jy( give the Consumers' league every as- 
sistance In our power. The unions de- 
cidedly object to having the charitable 
institutions brought Into competition in 
the labor market and to having child 
labor exploited for the benefit of pri- 
vate firms. Why, It is a revival of the 
systepi of convict labor that has been 
abolished by law in our prisons, with 
the added wrong that children, not 
Criminals, are condemned to it. 


"We do not object to their doing what 


1$ required for the institutions in which 
they are lodged, but we do object to 
using children of tender age in the sys- 
tem of contract labor. We have proofs 
that the thing is being done, and we 
propose to join the league in fighting 
it. 


"Eternal vigilance is needed In pro- 


tecting labor, as many covert attacks 
are made on the hard won rights of the 
workers. We are now engaged in fight 
ing a bill in the state senate which is 
an effort to get rid of a part of the 
present law regarding working hours 
for women and minors in factories 
The Marshall bill proposes to amend 
the law thnt prohibits women and mi 
nors from working jaore than ten hours 
a day in any factory, so that only wo- 
men under twenty-one and boys under 
eighteen shall be so restricted." 


The officers of the Consumers' league 


are highly jubilant over Its rapid 
growth. Mrs. Frederick Nathan, the 
president, exclaimed: "We are perfect- 
ly delighted with our progress! Since 
our annual meeting In January we have 
grown more rapidly than ever before.*' 


"There arc at present thirty-foui 


manufacturers Using the Consumers 
league label. Up to the present yeai 
thebc have all been factories outsidt 
of New York city, but the most reccir 
addition to the ranks is a New York 
city manufacturer who makes up a fine 
grade of garments. One of the larges^ 
of the New England firms turns ou' 
12,000 garments a day and puts th- 
Consumers' lengue label on everything 
vnless merchants object. Five othej 
firms use the label on everything manu 
facturcd, and they assert that the label 
has been the means of securing a high 
er giUde of goods from the factories or. 
account of the increasing demand^ 
through the merchants for goods noi 
made in tenements." 


The right to use the label is granted 


only to factories in which the state 
factory law is obeyed; all the goods arc 
made on the premises; there is no over 
time work; children under sixteen 
years of age are not employed. 
. Before the use of the label is award 
ed to a manufacturer his factory is v's- 
ited by an agent of the league, v\ho 
also,ASks both the local board of health 
and, the state factory inspector for n 
special report on the establishment. 
Wjhen this is satisfactory, the manufac- 
turer signs a penalty contract embody- 
ing -the four points ^guaranteed. After 
the ,use of the label is awarded the fac- 
tory is visited from time to time by the 
agent of the league, and the local com- 
mittee of the league reports upon it to 
the national secretary. 


Mrs. Kelley stated that the member- 


ship of the league is much larger than 
is actually recorded. 


On this same subject the New York 


Journal prints the following editorial: 


"T,be old discovery has been made by 


Labor .Commissioner McMackin that 
thousands of children under the lawful 
age are working in factories for a liv- 
ing in this state. The poverty of. par- 
ents drives them to represent that theii 
boy?.and girls are older than they real- 
ly are. 


"The commissioner's cure is to re- 


quire a certificate giving official evi- 
dence of the age of the child derived 
from the public records, as is the prac- 
tice in Europe.' • 


"That is all right as far as it goes, 


and the legislature should heed Com- 
missioner 
McMackin's recommenda- 


tion. 


*'But Is it not possible for statesman- 


ship to go further? Hay it not give 
thought to the causes Of the poverty 
whieb 
compels 
parents 
to 
make 


drudge* of their little ones? 


"Poverty In not a divinely decreed in- 


stitution. It la a thing of human manu- 
facture.

Xame Hidden. 
Nobody who isn't In the circus busi- 


ness can appreciate the value, in an 
advertising way, of spectacular pic- 
orial effects. 
Any circus which • at- 


empted to make the main round of 
cities nowadays with the parade out- j statements 
its of some years ago would last about 
two weeks at the outside before going 
broke. 
People would judge It by its 


jarade aud, seeing that the animal 
wagons .and band chariots weren't up 
:o the mark, would infer that the en- 
tire show was inferior, in which infer- 
ence they would probably be perfectly 
correct. So keen is competition now 
and to such a point of practical dis- 
cernment has the public been educated 
hat the big shows spend aa amount 
of money on ornamentation alone that 
would make the. ordinary business man 
;asy and denounce them as prodigally 
wasteful. There is oue "chariot" now, 
on the road that actually cost close 
to..,? 10,000 when it was new, and it In- 
volves a large outlay every year to 
keep it brightened up with gold leaf 
and repairs of weather wear. 


On the inside these 
vehicles are 


strictly and rigidly economical. Not a 
foot of space is wasted. Most of the 
wagons are full of paraphernalia, mar- 
volously packed by experts iu that 
line.. Nothing cau be learned from the 
exterior of the vehicle regarding Its 
interior. 
The magnificent blue and 


gold chariot, worthy of the rojalest of 
Bengal tigers, carries the layout of 
the ticket seller, while the 
wagon 


which limns forth on its pay sides the 
likeness of the ferocious rhinoceros Is 
probably the habitat of the wardrobe 
woman and her outfit. Other magnifi- 
cent equipages of the wheeled proces- 
sion carry apparatus, clothing, trap- 
pings and fodder for the animals. 


Most of the animals themselves are 


left behind when the show goes out on 
parade, except those that march, such 
as the elephants and camels aud a few 
of the big felines, taken along to roar 
enticingly. 
There have been cases 


where haste and confusion on the part 
of the showmen in preparing the pa- 
rade have resulted in the unmistakable 
roar of the king of beasts being heard 
from a wagon on whose panels coiled 
the mighty but comparatively voiceless 
boa constrictor, to the vast amazement 
of the gathered public. 


Tainting circus wagon panels is a 


distinct branch of art. 
Probably the 


academics would not :-o regard it, but 
nevertheless there is a certain breadth 
of treatment and dash required that 
are quite beyond the abilities of the 
ordinary practitioner of art, and the 
pictured sides of the circus vans repre- 
sent some very good if rather hasiy 
work. 


The most successful painter of this 


line of work iu the country is an artist 
of high abilities and reputation in a. 
large western city, llir, reputation lias 
been made as a portrait painter, and it 
would doubtless be a distinct detriment 
to his career were it known that lie 
paints circus wagons, but paint them 
he docs, aud, what is more, he delights 
in the work. 
This an 1st has always 


had a fancy that his iv:il forte lay iu 
landscape work with a sprinkling of 
animals. That the public and the crit- 
ics luive always insisted on differing 
vith him has been a grief to him. 
lowever, ns he could earn a eousider- 
ble income by his portraits he felt 
ble to spend his spare time in painting 
nimal and woodland scenes which no- 
lody would buy. Then he got into the 
ircus painting business, and not only 
vas his ambition satisfied, but his in- 
:ome was largely augmented. 
How it came about that this artist 
vas induced to go into this line of 
vork probably nobody but lie and the 
howmau who got him into it knows, 
ivory winter now when that show 
;oos into winter quarters the artist is 
ummoncd to the place and for weeks 
works away for dear life, designing 
and painting new wagon scenes. Among 
he show people he does not go under 
iis own name, and he does not reveal 
t his home the business that takes him 
away every winter. 
In this line of 


vork he has made all climes his own 


will as readily paint au arctic Ice- 


scape for the Siberian fox as an Af- 
icau oasis for the giraffe or a Hocky 
mountain fastness for the grizzly bear. 


>r the envy of those orthodox paint-, 
5rs who confine themselves within the 
constricted lines "of regulation art it 
nay be said that he averages about $40 
a,day while working for the circus. To,, 
lo this he has to paint a wagon a day. 


course it is impossible for him to do 


all the work of painting at this rate, so 
ae merely blocks out the pictures, ex- 
gaining to his assistants as he works ~ 
ust how he wants the colors and tlie 
fold leaf laid on. 
Gold leaf is au essential of circus art. 


!t catclres tlie sun and attracts the pub- 
ic eye. The amount of money laid out 
n tliis article alone by a big circus is 
tstonishing. When the painting of tbo 
ragons is nil done, the artist goes over 
Hie whole lot In a final survey.

The opinion has been greatly prcva- 


luit not only in the medieal.profession, 
but with 'the general public, that light 
rivets are more easily digestible, that 
Ihey contain less deleterious constitu- 
ents than the dark meats and that 
therefore they are better suited for the 
tourishment of sick people in general, 
curt for those suffering from gout, uric 
Kcid diathesis and certain forms of kid- 
ney disease in particular. This suppo- 
sition was based, no doubt, upon the 


which may be found in 


medical literature—that the dark meats 
contain very much more nitrogenous 
material and extractives than the light 
meats. 


In Nos. 43. 44 and 40 of the Berliner 


kliuische Woehenschrift Offer & Ko- 
senquist publish the result of a series 
of careful analyses which do not agree 
with those of the older analyses. They 
show some of the fallacies of previous 
investigators and come to the conclu- 
sion that, while the white meats of 
poultry, fish, etc., do in certain cases 
contain less nitrogenous aud extractive 
materials, the average amount does not 
differ greatly enough in the white and 
dark meats to make either preferable. 


In concluding their article they state 


that if it is desirable to limit the 
amount of these deleterious food con- 
stituents we may accomplish the result 
much more certainly by limiting the 
amount of meat taken rather than by j 
forbidding dark meats. 


It is a well known fact that almost 


nil the food materials contain a propor- 
tion of \vas*te matter, and this is de- 
sirable; most foods also contain con- 
stituents which in large quantities are 
deleterious, but in smaller quant Hies 
may be beneficial. The extractives of 
meat, among the more important of 
which are lactic acid, butyric acid, 
pcetic acid, etc., are by no means harm- 
ful if taken in small quantities, as is or- 
dinarily the case, and the isame is true 
of the nitrogenous constituents. 


There can be lit lie doubt, however, 


that these constituents do have a 1-ad 
effect among certain people who cat 
large quantities of meal, and this evil 
is without question more prevalent iu 
America tban in almost any other part 
of the world. 
It arises from the fact 


that the meat supply Is comparatively 
larce with us, and the people are rela- 
tively prosperous aud can nlTord to bi >• 
larger amounts of meat than people of 
most other nations. 


Three heavy meat mer.la iu a day is 


nothing unusual among certain classes 
of people, and on nearly nil of the bills 
ef fare of leading restaurants and ho- 
tels the list of meats is as great or 
greater than that of vegetable:-,.

disorders arising IVoni uric acid ilia- 
thesis would be less frequent if

WHAT THEY SAY. 


Painters' Union and Master Workmen 


Tell Their Side of Story. 


E. H. Marden, secretary 
of 
the 


Painters' union, made the following 
statement on Tuesday: "There is no 
strike yet. We simply quit under pro- 
lest. In behalf of the union I want to 
deny that we have taken any undue 
advantage of the bosses. As early as 
last November we issued printed by- 
laws and a" copy was sent to the em- 
ploying painters. In article 7, section 
2 of those by-laws it is plainly stated 
that on and after April 1, 1902, a clay's 
work should consist of eight hours at 
a minimum rate of ?2.25 per day. The 
public can therefore see that no sur- 
prise was sprung on the bosses. They 
had ample notice of what we should 
ask in the spring and thus were able 
to make all contracts for spring work 
on the basis of eight hours and'^2.25. 
I was chairman of the committee that 
met the bosses early last week, when 
they were told that we intended to live 
up "to ov.r by-laws. They thought they 
could settle on a basis of $2.25 and 
nine hours. This we refused. One of 
the bosses said that the men were paid 
more in Portsmouth than anywhere 
else in New Hampshire. This is not so. 
In Concord the pay is $2.25 per day. 
We claim 
no 
personal 
grievances 


against the employing painters. We 
claim that our demands arc reasona- 
ble and should be receded to." 
' 


The position c^' the master painters 


is summed up as follows by Joseph H. 
Gardinei: 


"The fust we knew of any impend- 


ing trouble was about 
the first of 


March, when we were given a copy of 
the by-laws calling attention to the 
prices and time. About the middle of 
March we held a meeting, talked the 
matter over, the stand taken by the 
men of the union, and voted to raise 
their pay twenty-five cents to the re- 
quired $2.25 a day. We also notified 
the men to that effect, but our terms 
were not accepted. The painters have 
insisted that the point in question was 
eight hours—that they meant to have 
it and would fight for it. The mastei 
painters have reLused to 
sign 
any 


binding obligation on this poinf and 
the painters have refused to arbitrate 
They have quit work, and there the 
matter stands. To accede to their re- 
quest for less hours, with added pay 
would mean a very severe loss to us 
The men are not graded as they arc in 
other unions, and an inferior workman 
demands the full amount of $2.25 a 
day."
